job. Please be sure to support new EIC Bill Thompson, who'll take over with 
the January VUD. 
Here's why we have several Japanese members, according 
Sugihara: "One of the most popular SVL magazines in Japan, 
Heune Ehortwave in Japanese), hae introduced WIFDA in the series of Sil. 
Clubs in the World. And here in Japan, interest of DXing on VHF is 
increacing now. J've now been named as the VHF editor of Tampa, and wil 
know how you are doing over there. The Es high season of this year has 
ended. I've received as last year the following countries: Russia, China, 
wan and Hong Kong. Korea stands too near for me to hear them by Es, but 
T can hear some South Koreans by tropo. And in this autumn we are having 
very good F2 and TEP again. I think there is 2 chance for you to catch 
some South American TV, possibly on channel A2. And in the west coast USA 
there is also probably'a chance to catch Hawaii and American Somoa on ch. 2." 
Now these words from Vayne Thompson: "I was an A&E mechanic in the Air 
Force for eipht years (to THO}, and eitice have been in the mobile home 
business. I wac DXting SW at a young age of 13 on a Philco 4-band 
er. Yy father wes probably one of the first persons in Nanada to 
uild a TY set. This was back in 1946-47, or it might have been later. 


I'll always remember that little round 4" green picture tube. T think 
did a little DX'ing back im them days too, but only from New York 


while),-and, after watching a picture 
Iwas completely hooked. Don't get me wrong, I'm still an avid SW listener 
and flip the dials regularly, but the TV spectrum has sort of got a hold of 
me. Anyway, down at this “shack” we have some home-built "1-tubers" for LW, 
a Heathkit S¥-717 (built 2 years ago) and e Radio Shack D¥-150B for sv 
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(Thompson cont.) listening on a 95' longwire antenna, a 4 band RCA portable 
radio (AM-FN-AIR-POL) bought back in 1970 (I run this off of the longwire 
antenna and it is modified antenna-wise). I was, at one time, poing to 
dismantle this radio for the goodies inside, but it tracks so good on FM T 
decided to let it be. We have some other nondescript FM radios out in the 
shack, which we use from time to time (mostly out of consoles, one from 
Germany), but they are slowly fathering dust. For the “snow-bands" we use 
a Quasar WL9419PP with 3 I.F. stages, a really nice color TV; VHF - I 
really don't know where this antenna came from. The TYL went down to Tampa 
about & years back and came back with this thing. Tt might be either a 
Grants or K-Mart “Special”, Clean it up every year and it keeps on 
“ticking”. UYF- my father found this corner reflector in the parbage dump 
down in Arcadia, Florida.....apparently somebody didn't like the results 
off of this thing. It serves me pretty well, so it's their loss. The VHF 
is at 30' and the UHF antennas at 15". I realize this is kind of backwards 
as to the stacking, but as far as the “lobes" are concerned, this is where 
it works well, for the locals, and trop. Although I have done much PX" ing 
on the Quasar'for the last couple of years, we have a Zenith HO92%, which 
TI believe beats all others (or can hold its own) on a B/W receiver. This 
little 9" fellow has 4 I.F. stages and can take almost anything put into 
it. However, T found out you can overload it. As a DX"ing receiver I don't 
think it can be beat; when I first got it, I used the built in dipole for 
stations up to 69 miles away. This was regular transmissions; a little fuzzy 
maybe, but they still came in. Well, what may be of interest to you is the 
fact that the Zenith HO92K is driven off of home-brew antennas. That TV has 
never seen a "commercial" TV antenna since I received it. For the last 3 
years that has been sort of a hobby with me, designing and building my own 
TY antennas, some flops and some really good desipns. My father writes 
every once and a while and sends some plans for an antenna (which T 
quickly modify), ae he likes to fool around now thet he's retired. (He 
cute them for the southern stations). This afternoon I just finished a 
special Es antenna for channel } just in case we might pet some Es during 
the cold months (December). Anyway, just thought you might like to know 
you don't have to have a Winegard or a preamp to get tropo or Es, as I 
usually get them all the time. Here I get carried away again, but how is 
WWJ channel 16 from Reaufort SC (9AM EDT) on a design you made yourself? 
As of now (subject to change), I have 2 UHF and 2 VHF antennas on a single 
mast, all home built by me (all turned by the "armstrong" rotor). What I 
would like to clarify is this- I have fun DX'ing on my home-brew antennas 
and anyone wanting these simple designs to try them for themselves (simple 
{na sense anyone with technical skills can construct them), write to me 
and don't worry about postage; this is simple "grass roots" DX'ing with 
basic equipment. And that's all I have, basic equipment for good DX'ing." 
WIFDA comptroller Gary Olson has a new job. He's now the national 
sales manager for NRC AmeFtGaTS Video Products Division. Cary is still based 
in Chicago. He writes, "Am definitely going to get my tower back up next 
spring. Working on plans for it now. Trops in August and around Labor Day 
were so intense I was getting fantastic things off antennas in the attic- 
so I guess my interest has been whetted again. I guess it's been } years 
since I actively Dxed the last time!" Too long for an old pro like Gary, hi. 
This word in from member Mel Wilson (17 Van Cortland Drive, Pittsford, 
NY 14534), an Es expert: "I am writing in regard to the letter from Mr. E. 
B. Dorling, reprinted by permission in the July '78 WUD. This excellent 
summary of the formation of sporadic E layer can, however, be misleading 
to the VHF Dter. The problem lies in the fact that for VHF propagation to 
take place there must be embedded in the layer a “cloud” or "blob" of much 
greater ionization density. I suggest the use of “intense sporadic £" to 
denote what is required for VHF propagation. It must be understood, 
however, that a sheet of sporadic © layer as outlined by Mr. Dorling must 
be present before an "intense sporadic =" can exist. The mechanics of the 
formation of "intense Es" is not known, but I have suggested that it could 
be caused by turbulence (QST December 1970). The behavior of the intense Es 
cloud is the prime concern of the VHF DXer and not the simple sporadic E 
sheet, 


From Canada we have these words from Eldon Luoma (10653 137A St., 
surrey, BC V3T 4J7): "Keep up the great publication. I'm very satisfied with 
the bulletin layout and information, Hopefully several friends will be 
joining WTFDA soon. They've been thinking about it for the past year. Guess 
it's the slow apathy of Canadians that makes our decisions take a long time, 
hi!!! Oh well, I'm sure they will join eventually. lave added several new 
10 element FM beams here, and they are working well. DK hasn't been bad 
this season, but could be a lot better. Managed to hear KHPE 107.9 Albany 
Of, also XCHO-FM and KDUX-FM Aberdeen were coming in. Haven't managed to 
hear any California FM yet, Still trying though. A pirate FM noted on 
90 Miz (89.7 with digital tuner) in the Surry-New Westminster area. They 
are off now but were a regular each night during May and early June. 
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A recent new member, Walt Breville (9127 Coral Drive, St. Louis, MO 
63123) has these comments: “I just joined WIFDA. Matter of fact, I paid my 
dues to John Zondlo at the Louisville convention, which I really enjoyed. 
I've been with the Dx hobby club scene for 14 years, belonging to NRC, 

IRCA and ASWLC. My log at my city location is now at 91 FM stations from 
sporadic efforts at trying the FM band for 10 years. T have been hampered 
by close-by transmitter towers to the south, west and "W (all line-of- 
sight), with a bunch more not much farther. Recently I did something about 
my terrible location in south St. Louis county by buying a country house 
40 air miles from the closer St. Louis area towers. It's an A-frame cabin 
on 3 acres near Wright City, Missouri, 45 air miles west of downtown 

St. Louis. In a period of 12 weeks of DXing there I have logged 83 FM 
stations. My equipment consists of a Marantz 2270 receiver and Rembrant 
rabbit ears at my St. Louis home. At the country cabin I have been using 

@ recently purchased Technics ST-7300 tuner, using an old Magnavox -console 
for amp/speakers and just the dipole wire that came with the tuner for 
antenna. Now I just finished. erecting an & element Winegard yagi and 
Alliance rotor over the A-frame, 25' above ground, sufficient for it to 
look over one of the higher hills in the area, which my cabin is almost 

at the top of, Haven't had much chance to really try it out yet, but I'm 
really looking forward to finally getting into FM D¥ing with rotating 
outdoor multi-element antenna. It looks like my VHF-UHF activity will be 
confined to FM for the foreseeable future, although I find reading about TV 
and utility DXing feats in VHF-UHF Digest enjoyable and interesting. Keep up 
the good work! 

FoC FM editor Bruce Elving (183 East 5th St., Duluth, MN 55805 
couments ona recent Mafltor ttem: "Ie return postage really necessary when 
soliciting a verification (QSL)? Don Davis makes the statement that failure 
to include return postage, "....is the #1 reason so many stations won't 
verify." This statement is not supported by some research I did. In 1976 
and 1977 I sent out 53 reports to FM stations, 23 with postage and 30 
without postage. The delinquency rates were 30.4% for the group getting 
return postage and 33 percent for the group without postage. You can judge 
for yourself whether postage significantly increases the rate of return 
and if it makes good economic and/or public relations sense. Having worked 
at a radio station I know that postage is s minor factor in mailing out a 
letter, and stations do not necessarily need this "bribe". I feel that if 
you can word a letter so that it is interesting to station management they 
will answer anyway. I certainly do not recommend using SASE's, as the 
station loro on the envelope is often the best you'll see. If I do use 
return postage I send commemorative stamps that have value to collectors 
even in used condition, if carefully soaked (not steamed and certainly not 
torn) off the envelope. My study does not purport to be definitive, and 
certainly there is room for more research in this area. I am not “bragging” 
about getting verifications without sending return postage, and I do not 
believe Der Ross was either. With postage going up and up and Dxers 
typically having low incomes (many being students), there is a need for 
fresh thinking in this area." 

From Robert Goodman (5129 W. Roosevelt Road, Apt. B7, Cicero, IL 
60650) we have this: "I've recently been in touch with Victor Frank (K6FV) 
about NOAA's ionospheric modification experiments. He said he'd be 
interested in retting reception reports from anyone who thinks he may have 
caught some DX caused by the Colorado experiments this past September 16- 
22. Mailbox looks like a good place to put this note and his address: Victor 
Frank, 12450 Skyline Blvd., Woodside, CA 94062. Victor Frank's a former 
member of WIFPA--he can't remember exactly when. He's written a number of 
propagation articles in Radio Science, Ham Radio, and QST." 

A top BCB DXer, John Callarman (1122 Maple, Mt. Vernon IL 62864) files 
this report: "I do not want to miss a single issue of VUD, which continues 
to be one of the most interesting DX publications on the market today.

NETWORK DXes NETWORK... Network problems on October 12th brought some strange happenings. 
At about 8:45 PM CST. network stations lost their feeds and orogranmers started loosing 
their minds. All three networks were affected as over 300 stations in the Midwest, West 
and South posted “please stand by" signs. The problem was the result of a power failure 
at a telephone company switching center in Chicago. The first of several failures start- 
ed a scramble for substitute programming. Old movies and reruns were popular fillers, 
but one station had a better idea. WMAQ-TV beat the system by retransmitting the over- 
the-air sional of WNDU-TV, channel 16 in South Bend (about 90 miles distant). The 

not so quick-fingered engineers at WMAQ even carried WNDU's ID at 9PM CST! Most problems 
were cleared un by 9:30, though many stations finished out their fillers rather than 
switch back to the network programming. 


WHICH SET IS BEST FOR DX? MANUFACTURERS MAY BE FORCED TO TELL US... The FCC has just 
opened an inquiry to determine whether TY set manufacturers should be required to label 
their products with noise figure or sensitivity figures. The FCC wants to know if such 
information would help consumers select sets for best reception. What information 
would be included and what form it should take, has yet to be decided. The Docket is 
known as 78-307 and you can receive a complete copy from the Consumer Assistance Office, 
Federal Communications Conmission, Washington, DC 20554. You can comment on the notice 
(before Feb. 1, 1979) by writing to the Secretary, Federal Communications Commission, 
1919 M, Street, NW, Washington, DC 20554 (an original and 5 copies are required) 


INSTANT FH IDs COMING? Popular Electronics reports that Philips Research Laboratories 
has developed an experimental system to automatically display call letters on the listen- 
ers receiver at the moment the station is tuned in. The secret of the system is a digit- 
al signal to be transmitted by FM stations along with their proaramming. When the listen- 
er tunes in such a station, a decoder in the recefver translates the code into the call 
letters of the station received. The system is experimental and production will "depend 
upon international agreements and the cooperation of broadcasting authorities.” 


WORE TV AUDIO TUNERS ON THE WAY... With broadcast TV sound now stretching out to 15kHz, 
audio equipment makers are readying hiah-ouality TV sound tuners for the US market. 
Pioneer was first with its TVX-9500. Hot on the heels of Pioneer will be Kenwood, JVC 
and others. The TVX-9500 was evaluated in the November issue of Audio with the follow 
ing test results: IHF sensitivity- about 5uV, 50d8 quiting- uV, S/N ratio- 75dB, Capture 
ratio- 1.348. The price? $250. 


EUROPEON TV AUDIO RECEPTION WITH SCANNERS... The current sunspot cycle looks like it 
could be a great one for VHF DXers, so it's only a matter of time before the first report 
of BBC or ORTF audio appears in the VUD. BBC audio appears at 41.5MHz and ORTF at 41.25, 
well within the range of most multiband scanners. Unfortunately, a scanner, any scanner, 
is an FM receiver. European audio is AM. FM receivers normally receive AM signals with 
much less sensitivity than they would an FM signal. In fact, AM rejection is normally 
considered an advantage and may be found on spec sheets. On stereo receivers, AM rejec- 
tion is commonly around 60d8. Fortunately, AM rejection on scanners is nowhere near as 
"good." As a result, European audio could be received on a scanner, but only if the 
signal is relatively strong. Adding to the problem is the fact that modern scanners are 
quite selective; their limited bandpass may clip the broad AM audio causing some distor- 
tion. Older scanners may be better for this type of recention than the newer units, since 
their selectivity and Al! rajection figures are “inferior” to modern receivers. It should 
be interesting to see how scannerized members fare with reception of BBC and ORTF. 


VCR UPDATE... JVC has introduced a new VHS video cassette recorder with a unique double 
speed feature. when the recorder is switched into the double speed playback mode, both 
sound and picture run at twice the original speed. To prevent the audio from sounding 
like a bunch of chipmunks, a digital circuit restores the audio to its natural pitch. 
The exact reason for offering this feature is unclear, but it allows you to view two 
hours of television in one hour...Kitachi is out to prove that the numbers game doesn't 
end in audiophile circles. Their new VHS recorder is said to offer a 46di sicnal-to- 
noise ratio. That figure would top any other home VCR. Let's see, who'll make it 487

IN SEARCH OF PARALLELS... 


This month's feature will deal with the subject of parallels, as we compare various 
types of probagation apparent with public safety frequencies. You'll find that the 
basic types of probagation that occur with TV and FH also occur with the public ser- 
vice agencies. 


I will try to illustrate by placing before you the only example I have available. 
Keep in mind I try to steer clear of any attempt on my part to appear egotistical 
through my DX, but it is my only example, and one which I am familiar. 


Beginning with the lover frequencies, skip, the probagation netting the longest 
distance, I'l try to explain. As I have attempted to explain previously, skip very 
frequently, but not always, occurs at the sane time on public service as it does 
when it occurs on TV and FM. When TV skip is in from Florida, I try 45.06 for Flor- 
ida Highway Patrol. By the same token vhen Missouri Highvay Patrol is in on 42.06, 

I very often get lucky and receive KMOX on channel 4. Keep in mind the fact that 
there are times when skip on public service occurs when it does not occur on TV. 


When skip is apparent on IV, skip on public safety low band(30-50) is generally the 
type that produces signal strength often refered to as full quieting, chat ie to say 
signal with no background noise, occasionally signal strengths being equal base and 
mobile, 


My next subject will be VHF High(138-174). The type of probagation most evident here 
10 tropospheric scatter or the inversion type probagation. This most frequently oc~ 
eure in the spring and fall with occasional opening in the summer and winter. By the 
way, an opening is the DX'ers terminology for a period of time in vhich uousual re- 
ception occurs due to probagation. No set time period can be set for openings as the 
natural phenomenon that is responsible for this occurance is largely variable in n 
ture. 


When tropo is evident on the VHF High Band, TV probagation is often possible on TV 
channels 7-13. Very often when channel 10 is receivable here, so are various fre- 
quencies from this band. Amoung them are Philadelphia Fire(154.235) Camden County 
Fire(154.43) Chester County Police(155.76) at distances exceeding 80 miles, 


‘The URF bands are also subject to probagation, though not to the extent of VIF High. 
The one interesting parallel that I have been able to draw with UMF(409-512 mhz) is 
ther vhen Philadelphia Police probagate to Baltimore, Boston U's are evident on TV. 
The gain that te necessary for UNF probagation makes it difficult on PSB, 


Let's stop for a moment to glance at the setup that I utilize for the reception of 
public service frequencies. The radio that I utilize is a Bearcat 210; no modifica- 
tions were made for DX, so it would be as the average home listener would purchase 
for the reception of hometown locals. For the reception of distances beyond the av- 
erage locals, one consideration is the outside antenna. 


Many factors come to play in the game of DX'ing of PSB, terrain, height of antenna 
and altitude all come together to either complament or hanper your reception. Good 
altitude with higher altitude surrounding tends to cancel out the gain of the al- 
titude. If however, your fortunate to be on top of a hill overlooking « valley, all 
I can say is good DX. 


Antennas utilized for public safety come in a variety of forms and a variety of bud- 
gets. For low band a simple cut down CB antenna does excellently for low band. With 
‘Such antenna, it is possible to receive the Virginia State Police in Culpeper, 125 
miles away. To my north, I can receive the Cumberland County Police on 45.90 at 85 
miles as well as I can receive the Dauphin County Fire radio on 33.90. 


High band reception is accomplished with e quarter wave ground plane or a 5/8 wave 
gain type antenna. I use a 5/8 gain type antenna, which makes possible the reception 
of the Philadelphia Fire Department(a distance of about 85 miles). 


WRF is quite a different story, however. In order to receive Baltimore Police Depart- 
ment, a & wave ground plane is needed for optimum results. To receive optimm results 
from Washington, DC Police, « beam or a & wave antenna and a preamp is needed from my 


location.

Several very good-to-excellent tropo sessions in October were noted by some 
of this month's reporters. Among the most interesting were the coastal ducts 
observed by Roy Barstow and Jim Alexander. Roy reports good conditions into 
Virginia on October 13th from his Massachusetts QIH, and noted another super 
period beginning on the 21st and ending with an 850 mile catch of WEBA-14 SC on 
the morning of the 23rd. 

Widwestern tropo development was influenced by an unusually: mild Octover 
weather pattern caused by the major west-to-east jetstream, which has stayed a 
bit further north than expected.” As of early November, wintry weather appears 
to be on its way, so the generally "up" tropo conditions in more northerly lo- 
cations won't ‘last much longer. 

Some good. out-of=season Es score ay has taken place in October, with MUF 
noted into FM around midnight of the 19th. Another good date may have been 
October 28th in sone areas.

WHO SAYS TV INTERFERENCE CLEARED UP? 


Officials of the Oklahoma Biucstional Television Authority say their crevs have 
elominated interference problems caused by OETA Channel 3, but television viewers in 
‘thie Pittsburg County tow of Quinton say it's nevs to then. 


"Al1 you have to do ie come dow here and turn on a TV, and you can see it's still 
eed up," said Dora Wenberly. 


4 group of residents here complained a year ago vhen the station began brosdeasting 
from a tower on a mountaintop near here that the signals vere so strong that they got 
educational programming on every channel. The protests resulted in the station shutting 
down for a short time to permit viewing of an Ol football telecast last year, OETA 
crews began installing "traps" on area televisions to alleviate the problea, bub Mré 
Wenberly said residents in the ares still have varying degrees of interference. Many 
residents in the ares have alvays used "signal boosters" to pull in Tulsa television 
stations in the mountainous area, (Quinton is about 80 miles from Tulsa.) 


"Some people can see Channel 3 in the background of Channel 8 and Channel 6 comes 
and goes, Sometimes you can watch # 30- minute program, Channel 2 is no more, But ve 
get a wonderful Sesane Street." She said about 20,000 people are affected. "The 
bureaucrats in Washington and Oklahome City keep telling us they've fixed everything, 
They tell us we never could get Tulsa stations anyway, because we're too far avay, 

They don't realise that wetre not ignorant, and we do watch TV down here in the 
mountains, ‘We've tried everything. We have written (Sens.) Bellmon and Bartlett, 
state officials, and exhausted every avenue that anyone has suggested to us. We've gone 
to all kinds of trouble and I guess we were very naive in thinking that we could buck 
‘the government," she said.

When the problen became apparent when CHM went on the alr in November 1977, experie 


ments were started by myself in an attempt to find a solution to the vaterlon effect, 
which locally, is a sore point among FM listeners. The problem can he elininsted by 
reducing the signal input to the receiver front end, tut the degree of attenuation n 
essary also eliminates all dvt the local signals. The easiest solution snens ts be the 
installation of a parallel-tuned filter In the (balanced) antenna lead, The filter, 
which should be connected to tie receiver with 2 short piece of lead only, consists of 
small (30pf) mica compression trimmer capscitors in parallel with coile consisting of & 
turns of wire wound on a % ineh fore such that the coil length is 2/# cf an inch, placed 
in both transmission line aonductors. The filter mist be tuned to the frequency of one 
e receiver to a frequency that
